WHEREAS, the Mandatory Source Separation and Recycling Act. P. L. 1987, c. 

102, has established a recycling fund from which tonnage grants may be made to 

municipalities in order to encourage local source separation and recycling programs, and 

 

WHEREAS, it is the intent and spirit of the Mandatory Source Separation and 

Recycling Act to use the tonnage grants to develop new municipal recycling programs 

and to continue and expand existing programs, and 

 

WHEREAS, the New Jersey Department of Environmental Protection is 

promulgating recycling regulations to implement the Mandatory Source Separation and 

Recycling Act, and 

 

WHEREAS, the recycling regulations impose on the municipalities certain 

requirements as a condition for applying for tonnage grants, including, but not limited to, 

making and keeping accurate, verifiable records of materials collected and claimed by the 

municipality; and 

 

WHEREAS, a resolution authorizing this municipality to apply for such tonnage 

grants will memorialize the commitment of this municipality to recycling, and indicate 

the assent of the Mayor and Council of the Borough of Lakehurst, to the efforts 

undertaken by the municipality and the requirements contained in the Recycling Act and 

recycling regulations; and 

 

WHEREAS, such a resolution should designate the individual authorized to 

ensure that application is properly completed and timely filed. 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Mayor and Council of the 

Borough of Lakehurst, County of Ocean, State of New Jersey, that it does hereby endorse 

the submission of a Municipal Recycling Tonnage Grant Application for 2017 to the New 

Jersey Department of Environmental Protection, Office of Recycling, and designates

Agreement with the Ocean County Prosecutor’s Office for the purpose of setting forth the terms 

and conditions regarding the assignment of police officers employed by Borough of Lakehurst to 

the Ocean County Gang, Gun, and Narcotics Task Force. 

 

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Mayor and Council of the Borough 

of Lakehurst, County of Ocean, State of New Jersey, as follows: 

 

1. That the Mayor and the Municipal Clerk of the Borough of Lakehurst are hereby 

authorized and directed to enter into and execute a Shared Services Agreement with 

the Ocean County Prosecutor’s Office for police services known as the Ocean County 

Gang, Gun and Narcotics Task Force (SOG).

ORDINANCE 2018-02

ORDINANCE OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, IN THE COUNTY OF OCEAN, STATE OF NEW 

JERSEY, AUTHORIZING THE ACQUISTION OF A POLICE VEHICLE AND RELATED EQUIPMENT 

AND TO APPROPRIATE THE SUM OF $42,000 AND THE ACQUISITION OF A FIRE TRUCK AND 

RELATED EQUIPMENT AND TO APPROPRIATE THE SUM OF $30,000 TO PAY THE COST 

THEREOF, FULLY FUNDED BY THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT FUND 

-------------------------- 

 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOROUGH COUNCIL OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, IN 

THE COUNTY OF OCEAN, NEW JERSEY (not less than two thirds of all members thereof affirmatively 

concurring) AS FOLLOWS: 

 

Section 1.  The Borough of Lakehurst, in the County of Ocean, State of New Jersey (the "Borough") is 

hereby authorized to undertake the acquisition of a police vehicle and related equipment and the 

acquisition of a fire truck and related equipment. 

 

Sections 2.  The sum of $42,000 for the police vehicle and $30,000 for the fire truck is hereby 

appropriated for the payment of the cost of the improvements authorized and described in Section 1 

hereof (hereinafter referred to as "purpose").  Said appropriations shall be fully funded by the Capital 

Improvement Fund.  The sum of $72,000 is hereby appropriated from the Capital Improvement Fund for 

the payment of the cost of said purposes. 

   

Section 3.  The period of usefulness of the Improvements referred to in Section 2, within the limitations 

of the Local Bond Law and according to the reasonable life thereof, is not less than five years. 

  

Section 4.  A temporary capital will be filed with the Director of the Division of Local Government 

Services and is on file with the Clerk and is available there for public inspection. 

 

Section 5.  The improvements authorized hereby are not current expenses and are general improvements 

the Borough may lawfully make.  No part of the cost of the Improvements authorized hereby has been or 

shall be specially assessed on any property specially benefited thereby. 

 

Section 6.  All ordinances or parts of ordinances, inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed to the extent 

of such inconsistency.  

 

Section 7. This bond ordinance shall take effect twenty days after the first publication thereof after final 

adoption, as provided by the Local Bond Law.
